Series Reflections

The following is a quote from Marlin
Magazine:

“NOAA Fisheries’ Division of Highly
Migratory Species, the regulatory body for
billfish, swordfish and other highly migratory
species, began a twofold survey of both
tournament operators and participants in
March 2016 that will run through February
2017. The survey is important to the entire
recreational-fishing community because it will
allow the government to directly attribute the
amount of socio-economic benefit generated by
tournament anglers. Participation is completely
voluntary, but contributing to the survey is
vital to its success. NMFS will send surveys
to the tournament directors of all registered
HMS tournaments. NMFS will randomly select
about half of these tournaments to survey the
participants fishing in each event as well.”

I couldn’t have said it any better myself!
This effort is also strongly endorsed by the
Billfish Foundation. I spoke about the survey
in depth at the Georgetown awards ceremony,
however most of the fleet was not present
due to an approaching tropical storm. Both
the Georgetown and Bohicket events were
randomly selected for fishing teams to fill out
the online survey. Unfortunately, because of
a lapse in communication, the information
for participating in the survey was not handed
out in the respective tournament boat bags as
requested. Because of the significance of the
survey, I am asking if your boat participated
in either or both of these events, that you
take the time to complete the survey, or have
someone from your group complete it. The
survey is completely anonymous. A direct

Only one survey should be filled out
per boat per tournament. We will also be
contacting those of you who participated
directly in the coming days to try to make sure
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that information from South Carolina is included
in the results. Thank you for your help with this
matter.

On another note, it is hard to believe that by
the first week of June over half of this summer’s
SC Governor’s Cup Series tournaments have
been completed. This year the tournament
organizers chose to give the wildly popular Big Rock
Tournament a wide berth and scheduled events to
completely avoid any potential conflicts, including
travel time. That said, the first three events went by
in a blur with Rascal wining the Carolina Billfish
Classic, Game On winning Georgetown and
Anticipation winning Bohicket. At present, Sportin’
Life leads the Series with consistent performances
at each event followed by Game On, Rascal and
Anticipation.
